We hope this knowledge and 
expertise translate into addressing 
the needs of neighborhoods in areas 
such as housing rehabilitation, 
commercial zoning, displacement 
and code enforcement.

My brothers and sisters tell me 
: that my youngest sister, Juannette, 
was a beautiful, talented young lady.- 
One evening in 1939 she attended a 
musical performance with her boy- 
friend.

In allowing Hooks to address the conven- 
tion, from the GOP standpoint, if served two 
purposes, it placated the 60 black delegates, 
(only 2.8 percent of the delegation), and as an 
attempt to make up for Reagan's snub of the 
NAACP convention.

Organizations like the National 
Rifle Association will cry that hand- 
gun legislation violates. the Second 
Amendment, although in five 
instances the Supreme Court has 
stated the contrary.

You don't need a street 
address to find Darius M. 
Worsham's house. Just 
listen for the organ music. 

Enter the house, you 
notice that his music not 
only aids his concentration 
of his primary work-- 
portrait painting and car- 
toon sketching--but also 
surrounds the highlight of 
the room, a portrait of his 
father. 

_ The 36 inch oil painting is 

foundated by a gold wood 
frame. The combination of 
his white dinner jacket, 
white shirt, and black bow 
tie stands out from the 
Indian red and dark brown 
background, His.tace, 
highlighted by gold rim 
glasses.and a small must- 
ache leaves him with a 
poised appearance. 

Worsham now has about 
200 portraits distributed 
throughoutColtumbus, 
Canada, California, New 
York and Virginia. 

Worsham, a victim of 
spastic paralysis, hasn't 
allowed the condition to 
affect his work. Although 
his entire right side is 
affected and permits him to 
use his left arm only, he 
says, | was born with it but 
it doesn't affect my work to 
my knowledge. Take my 
father’s portrait. Istayed up 
nights working on it as well 
as on my other work, but 
my ailment makes no 
difference.” . ' 

Like most children, Wor- 
sham wasattentive 
towards Popeye and 
Donald Duck. By ‘tracing 
these famous characters, 
they helped him develop 

his skills as a child. 

All of the credit doesn't 
belong to them, however, 
for Worsham says, “When | 
was in high school | had an 
art teacher who. continu- 
ously found something

Because of that, | grew to 
be sick of-her only to tind 
out that in the other classes 
she'd use my work as 
examples of how the 
assignment should look.” 

In trying to decide what
